The wife of the lone survivor 
of an armoured-car shooting 
and robbery at the University 
of Alberta’s HUB Mall last week 
released a statement Tuesday 

Cpl. Matthew Schuman, a 
military firefighter who held 
a second job at G4S, is listed 
as critical but stable, said the 
statement, signed “Jermifer 
and family.” 

“I was in absolute shock 
when I received the phone call 


at 1 a.m. that Matthew was in¬ 
volved in an accident,” Jermifer 
said. 

On Sunday, Matthew 
opened his eyes for the first 
time and squeezed her hand, 
she said. 

“We remain cautiously opti¬ 
mistic that his condition will 
improve,” reads the statement. 

Travis Baumgartner, 21, 
faces numerous charges, 
among them first-degree mur¬ 
der in the deaths of armoured 
car guards Eddie Rejano, 39, 
Michelle Shegelski, 26, and 
Brian Ilesic, 35. 

He was arrested Saturday at 
the U.S. border, and could be 
back in Edmonton as soon as 
Wednesday. 

The news “relieved” Jen¬ 
nifer, she said.

Rest easy, Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit passengers: There’s now 
more protection against 
a terrorist attack on the 
LRT — at least for the next 
three weeks. 

Edmonton Transit un¬ 
veiled a cutting-edge secur¬ 
ity pilot project on Tuesday 
that tests bus tickets for 
traces of explosives, while 
five sensors scan the air for 
radioactive material. 

The three-week test 
begins June 25, and will use 
only the four new ticket¬ 
validating machines at 
Churchill Station LRT. 

The $ 1.75-million test is 
funded through a federal 
science and technology 
program. 

Anthony Ashley, director 
of the Centre for Security 
Science, said Edmonton is 
an “ideal setting for the 
test,” the first of its kind in 
the world. 

When a passenger 
inserts their ticket into 
the new ticket-validating 
machine, the ticket will 
instantly have a polymer 
laminate coating applied 
before it is returned. 

If there are any traces 
of explosives on the ticket 
— which would have been 
transferred to the ticket 
from someone’s hand — 
security is alerted. 

A photo of the suspect 
is then taken and instantly 
sent to security. 

The radiation-detection 
scanners do not need a 
ticket purchase. 

Transit spokesman Ron 
Gabruck said aside from 
the laminate on the ticket, 
the hope is that LRT riders 
won’t notice any differ¬ 
ence. 

He emphasized that 
Edmonton being the loca¬ 
tion for the test “in no way 
reflects any kind of threat” 
to the city.

Edmonton unveils 
design for new float 


One-of-a-ldnd. Unique 
helium-and-fabric design 
first of its kind for the 
dty, but one critic thinks

The design for a Capital Ex pa¬ 
rade float that literally floats 
was unveiled at city hall Tues¬ 
day. 

Coun. Kim Krushell intro¬ 
duced the float called Us, de¬ 
signed by local Arm Artsmith 
Communications. 


Krushell called the float an 
accurate representation of Ed¬ 
monton and its people as well 
as a piece of art open to inter¬ 
pretation. 

“It represents Edmonton 
to me. I’ve seen northern 
lights in this colour in Ed¬ 
monton, (and) you have the 
sun, the river, the river valley 
that we are so proud of,” she 
said, explaining that people 
will walk under the balloon 
to give out goodies during the 
parade. 

But the design didn’t res¬ 
onate with all Edmontonians. 

“They’ve put too much 
s 3 mibolism in it. I like the 
colours and am fine with S 3 mi- 
bolism but not fond of the 


shape,” Aditya Raghavan told 
Metro via Twitter. “It looks 
like bacteria.” 

The City of Edmonton 
hasn’t had a parade float 
since 2004. While traditional 
floats are difficult to store and 
require a lot of maintenance, 
the balloon float will last for 
10 years and can be rolled 
into a canvas bag after the 
parade is over. It can also be 
anchored and used as a pub¬ 
lic-art display. 

“For years we haven’t had 
(a float). I’ve been embar¬ 
rassed, quite frankly, that we 
don’t have one,” Krushell said. 

The float will cost $80,000, 
including helium, and will be 
officially unveiled July 19.

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Infant-abuse case. 
Accused couple make 
first court appearance 


Two Edmonton parents ac¬ 
cused of abusing their two- 
year-old twin daughters made 
their first appearance in court 
Tuesday. 

The couple are accused of 
abuse and malnourishment 
after Edmonton police visited 
their residence on May 25 
to find the twin girls under¬ 
weight — one 13 pounds and 
the other 16 pounds — and 
one daughter in cardiac ar¬ 


rest. She is on life support in 
an Edmonton hospital. 

The couple is charged with 
aggravated assault, criminal 
negligence causing bodily 
harm and failing to provide 
the necessities of life. 

The couple, both shackled, 
were ordered not to have any 
contact with each other or 
their young son. They will be 
back in court next week for a 
bail hearing, metro 


2008 Struggle. Drugs, 
not Taser, caused local 
man’s death: Report 


A man who died in 2008 
after a struggle with Edmon¬ 
ton police when a Taser was 
used died of “excited delir¬ 
ium” brought on by drug 
use and not because of the 
Taser, a fatality inquiry has 
confirmed. 

According to the public 
fatality report written by 
provincial court judge Fred¬ 
erick Day, Trevor Grimolf- 
son was displaying aggres¬ 
sive and violent behaviour 
the morning he died, when 
he assaulted a store owner 
and destroyed property on 
Oct. 29, 2008. 

After unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts to subdue Grimolf- 
son with pepper spray, 
police were called. Two at¬ 
tempts to use Tasers in dart 
mode also had no affect, so 
police used the Taser in stun 
mode on his neck — again 
with no affect. 

“Mr. Grimolfson was 
conscious and continued to 
struggle briefly after being

which the report states 
were high enough on 
their own to cause death. 


restrained. Within minutes 
of being restrained he was 
unresponsive. Attempts at 
resuscitation by the police 
officers and paramedics 
were unsuccessful,” the re¬ 
port states. 

The autopsy found Gri- 
molfson’s cause of death to 
be “Excited Delirium due 
to multiple drug toxicity,” 
considered a medical emer¬ 
gency where one is out of 
touch with their surround¬ 
ings and in a state of agita¬ 
tion or aggression. It can 
either be caused by psychi¬ 
atric illness or drugs, metro

What will be built remains to 
be seen, but a former gas sta¬ 
tion site on Wh 3 fte Avenue is 
on its way to becoming a bit 
less unsightly. 

The property at 82 Av¬

By the standards of the rhet¬ 


oric that is often heard from 
the environment movement, 
it seemed fairly benign. 

“When there’s a huge 
solar-energy spill, it’s just 
called a nice day. Green jobs, 
not more oil spills,” read 
the copy for a bright orange 
Greenpeace billboard slated 
for Jasper Avenue and 106th 
Street. 

But Pattison Outdoor Ad¬ 
vertising, the nationwide 


billboard giant, rejected the 
ad, which left local Green¬ 
peace spokesman Mike Hu- 
dema bafQed. Galls to Patti¬ 
son from Hudema about the 
reason for the rejection went 
unanswered. 

“This is what 1 would call 
a very gentle ad,” Hudema 
said. The point of the ad, 
he said, was to draw atten¬ 
tion to the rash of oil spills 
in the province, and to extol 


the virtues of solar and wind 
power. 

A similar billboard 
went up in Galifornia with 
no problems, and he said 
Greenpeace was “more than 
willing” to make any design 
changes to the billboard. It 
would have cost Greenpeace 
$2,800 for a one-month run. 

He can only guess that 
the rejection was “politic¬ 
ally motivated in some way.” 


Or perhaps the sign was re¬ 
jected so it wouldn’t offend 
Pattison’s oil-industry cli¬ 
ents. 

The sales rep who han¬ 
dled the Greenpeace bill¬ 
board, when contacted by 
Metro, said the com¬ 
pany has no com-i 
ment at this time.

Red wine. 
Compound 
could help 
heart patients 

It’s official: Drinking red wine 
really is good for your health. 

A natural compound 
called resveratrol — found 
in red wine as well as in a 
variety of fruits and nuts 
— may enhance exercise 
training and performance, 
new University of Alberta 
research suggests. 

Of course, those small 
amounts don’t provide the 
same benefit as high doses. 

“We’ve shown that 
animals that are exercise- 
trained versus animals that 
are exercise-trained and 
taking resveratrol — the 
ones taking resveratrol have 
improved endurance, im¬ 
proved muscle strength and 
improved cardiac function,” 
said principal investigator 
Jason Dyck, director of the 
Gardiovascular Research 
Gentre at the U of A. “So it 
appears that resveratrol is 
a performance-enhancing 
drug.” 

It is available over the 
counter in health-food stores, 
Dyck said, noting many take 
it because it’s thought to 
prolong lifespan. 

But Dyck’s research, pub¬ 
lished in May in the Journal 
of Physiology, shows there 
are other benefits. 

“Gertainly there are clear 
advantages for athletes,” he 
said with a laugh, but that is 
not his focus. 

A 10-week trial expected 
to start within the next few 
months will focus on diabet¬ 
ics with heart failure. 

“I think resveratrol could 
help patient populations 
who want to exercise but 
are physically incapable,” he

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Apology. Kenney says 
sorry for ‘a-hole’ comment 
about deputy premier 


Immigration Minister Jason 
Kenney finally apologized 
Tuesday for issuing a profane 
insult against Alberta’s dep¬ 
uty premier — but only after 
spending much of the day 
refusing to acknowledge he’d 
done an 5 Ahing amiss. 

The apology came only 
after Kenney faced a barrage 
of opposition demands to say 
he’s soriy for calling Thomas 
Lukaszuk “a complete and 
utter a-hole” in an email to 
Conservative MPs. 

The minister initially 
wouldn’t acknowledge the 
email. Instead, he repeat¬ 
edly insisted his government 
wants to build and maintain 
ties with the government 
of Alberta, tr 3 dng to divert 
attention away from what 
was quickly threatening to 
become a public-relations 
embarrassment for the Harp¬ 
er government. 

However, a spokesperson 
for Kenney said the minister 
later called Lukaszuk to pri¬ 
vately offer an apology. 

Kenney’s email message 
was sent last Wednesday as 
a reply to the office of Tory 
MP Blaine Calkins, who had 
asked whether the minister

number of federal Conserva¬ 
tives throw their support be¬ 
hind the province’s Wildrose 
party, the Canadian press

Reaction to dismal prices. 
Province exploring ways 
to increase natural-gas use 


The premier says the prov¬ 
ince is looking at ways to 
boost the use of natural 
gas, including using it as a 
transportation fuel, at a time 
when dismal prices have 
been pinching producers as 
well as government coffers. 

“This is part of the dir¬ 
ection we need to go in, 
because the circumstances 
have changed to the point 
where these decisions, that 
can be made on behalf of 
government, start to make 
economic sense — for us and 
for industry,” Alison Bedford 
told a conference on uncon¬ 
ventional natural gas Tues¬ 
day. 

Bedford concedes there 
are barriers to the idea, in¬ 
cluding the great expense 
of building refuelling infra¬ 
structure and the high pur¬ 
chase price of vehicles that 
can run on natural gas. 

But she said “it’s time for 
us to have these conversa¬ 
tions.” 

“It will make a difference 
to the way that we live. It’s 
something that people in 
our society are talking about. 
And it needs to be part of 
what we do in the future.” 


By the numbers 


• Redford said natural 
gas made up about 60 
per cent of all provincial 
resource revenues in 2005 , 
a figure that has since de¬ 
clined to only 10 per cent. 


Bedford made her re¬ 
marks at a time when spot 
natural-gas prices in Alberta 
are trading at around $2 per 
1,000 cubic feet, a level that 
makes it tough for energy 
companies to eke out a prof¬ 
it. 

In the past, the price has 
risen and fallen in cycles, 
she said. But ever-growing 
supplies from shale-gas for¬ 
mations throughout North 
America have prolonged this 
slump. 

“The most recent drop 
in prices, however, has per¬ 
sisted to the point where we 
have to consider this, from 
our perspective, to be the 
new normal and our natural- 
gas sector is experiencing 
challenging times,” Bedford 
said.

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Magnotta pleads not guilty 
in his first court appearance 


Body-parts case. 

One day after arriving 
from Germany, 
accused killer is 
impassive in video link 


Luka Rocco Magnotta has 
pleaded not guilty in the 
body-parts case, appearing 
calm Tuesday in his first 
court session. 

Projected into the Mont¬ 
real courtroom by video link, 
Magnotta protested his inno¬ 
cence in the sla 3 dng-and-dis- 
memberment case that has 
drawn world attention. 

His appearance lasted 
about three minutes. 

Magnotta was impassive 
as he appeared onscreen at 
the courthouse. 

Actually, he was standing 
at a police station in a differ¬ 
ent part of the city, flanked 
by a guard. 

The 29-year-old mur¬ 
der suspect had arrived in 


Canada the previous day, 
shackled as he was returned 
from Germany aboard a mil¬ 
itary plane. 

Magnotta, a self-described 
porn actor and prostitute, 
faces five charges, including 
first-degree murder, defiling 
a corpse, and harassing Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper and 
members of Parliament, as 
well as publishing and mail¬ 
ing obscene material. 

He is accused of kilhng 
and dismembering Montreal 
university student Jun Lin, 
mailing out his body parts 
to different places, includ¬ 
ing the Ottawa offices of the 
Conservative Party of Canada, 
and posting a video of the 
events on the Internet. 

Appearing before Jus¬ 
tice Lori-Renee Weitzman, 
Magnotta pleaded not guilty 
through his lawyer Pierre Pa- 
naccio. 

The case returns to court 
on Thursday, again by video, 
to discuss a motion to have 
Magnotta evaluated.

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Hosni Mubarak on life support, 
adding to uncertainty in Egypt 



Crisis in Cairo. 

Questions arise 
over former leader’s 
successor — and 
whether the position 
still holds power 


Eg 5 ^t’s Hosni Mubarak was 
being kept alive by life sup¬ 
port after he was rushed from 
prison to a mihtary hospital in 
a rapidly worsening condition, 
officials said. The 84-year-old 
ousted leader’s health crisis 
added a new element of un¬ 
certainty just as a potentially 
explosive fight opened over 
who will succeed him. 

The state news agency 
MENA said Mubarak was 
“clinically dead” when he 
arrived at the hospital and 
that doctors used a defibril¬ 
lator on him several times. It 
initially said the efforts were 
not successful. 

But the official said Mubar¬ 
ak was put on life support. He 
had no further details on his 
condition. The official spoke 
on condition of anon 3 miity be¬ 
cause he was not authorized 
to talk to the press. 


The developments add fur¬ 
ther layers to what is threaten¬ 
ing to become a new chapter 
of umest and pohtical power 
struggles in Eg 5 ^t, 16 months 
after Mubarak was ousted by 
a popular uprising demanding 
democracy. Eg 5 ^tians were 
uncertain about Mubarak’s 
fate, about who will succeed 
him and about whether his 
successor will have any power. 

The campaign of Mubar¬ 


ak’s former prime minister, 
Ahmed Shafiq, said Tuesday 
he has won Eg 5 q)t’s presiden¬ 
tial election, countering the 
Mushm Brotherhood’s claim 
of victory for its candidate, 
Mohammed Morsi. 

The election commission 
is to announce the official 
final results on Thursday 
and no matter who it names 
as victor, his rival is likely to 
reject the result as a fraud. If 



Shafiq is declared winner in 
particular, it could spark an 
explosive backlash from the 
Brotherhood. 

The Brotherhood, Eg 5 q)t’s 
most powerful political group, 
is already escalating its chal¬ 
lenge against the ruling mil¬ 
itary over the generals’ move 
this week to give themselves 
overwhelming authority over 
the next president. 

Some 50,000 protesters, 
mostly Islamists, massed in 
Cairo’s Tahrir Square on Tues¬ 
day evening chanting slogans 
in support of Morsi and de¬ 
nouncing the generals’ power 
grab.

Syria. Government ready 
to evacuate besieged Homs 


S 5 ^ia’s government said Tues¬ 
day it was ready to act on a 
UN call to evacuate civilians 
trapped in the rebellious cen¬ 
tral city of Homs for more 
than a week, but blamed re¬ 
bels for obstructing efforts to 
get them out. 

Maj.-Gen. Robert Mood, 
chief of the UN observer mis¬ 
sion in the country, has de¬ 
manded that all warring par¬ 
ties in the conflict allow safe 
passage for women, children 
and sick people who need to 
leave the city and other com¬ 
bat zones. 

Activists said shelling and 
clashes between rebel fight¬ 
ers and troops in Homs con¬ 
tinued unabated Tuesday, 
underlining the difficulty in 
organizing any sort of evacua¬ 
tion. Fierce shelling was re¬ 
ported on the rebel-held dis¬ 
tricts of Khaldiyeh and Jouret 
el-Shayeh and nearby areas. 
Troops backed by helicopter 
gunships were also bom¬ 
barding the town of Rastan, 
north of Homs, which is con¬ 
trolled by rebels. 

The Britain-based Syr- 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights reiterated an urgent 
appeal for world leaders to 
intervene to stop the shelling 
that has trapped more than

A Foreign Ministry state¬ 
ment carried by state-run 
news agency SANA said the 
government has contacted 
the UN observer mission and 
local authorities in Homs to 
start efforts to bring out the 
trapped civilians. 

“But the efforts of the UN 
monitors’ mission failed in 
achieving this goal because 
of the armed terrorist groups’ 
obstructions,” the statement 
said. It charged that armed 
groups were using innocent 
civilians as “human shields.”

Dharun Ravi, 20, a former 
Rutgers University student, 
had served 20 days of a 30-day 
sentence. 

Ravi’s webcam caught 
roommate Tyler Clementi 
kissing another man. 

Ravi told others about it in 
person, in texts, instant mes¬ 
sages and tweets 

Days later, Clementi, 18, 
committed suicide. 

The case sparked a furor 
over gay bullying. 



Ravi was not charged with 
the death, but he was con¬ 
victed earlier this year of 15 
criminal counts. 

The 30 days in jail was far 
less than the 10-year prison 
sentence Ravi could have re¬ 
ceived. 


He still faces three years 
of probation, plus more than 
$11,000 in fines and assess¬ 
ments, 300 hours of commun¬ 
ity service and counselling. 

Federal immigration au¬ 
thorities said Monday that 
Ravi will not be deported 
to his native India. He lived 
there until he was five years 
old and remains a citizen, 
though he is in the United 
States legally. 

Foreign citizens convicted 
of crimes in the U.S. can face 
deportation — usually after 
they complete their prison or 
jail terms. 

Ravi’s supporters, particu¬ 
larly from the Indian com¬ 
munity, argued for leniency 
in part to make it less likely 
that he would be deported. 

Ravi reported to jail in 
New Jersey on May 31, though 
he could have remained free 
while his case is appealed. He 
did not stop to speak with the 
media when he was released.

American Civil Liberties 
Union issues scathing 
report citing human 
rights abuses, injustice 


The American Civil Liberties 
Union called on the U.S. Jus¬ 
tice Department to take con¬ 
trol of the Puerto Rican police 
force and ensure reforms are 
carried out in a report issued 
Tuesday that says the depart¬ 
ment’s officers routinely use 
excessive force, killing at least 
21 people in the past two 
years. 

The ACLU says the depart¬ 
ment, the second-largest mu¬ 
nicipal police force among U.S. 
jurisdictions, has failed to ad¬ 
dress corruption, mismanage¬ 
ment and human-rights abus¬ 
es outlined in a scathing 2011 
Department of Justice report. 
Puerto Rico’s government had 
acknowledged problems with 
the department and agreed to

Greece. Coalition 
government could take 
over by Wednesday 


A coalition government 
could be formed by mid- 
Wednesday in Greece, the 
head of the country’s social¬ 
ist party said Tuesday, easing 
the nation out of a political 
limbo as it struggles to deal 
with a financial crisis that 
is already affecting Eur¬ 
ope’s economy and markets 
around the world. 

Evangelos Venizelos’ so¬ 
cialist PASOK party came 
third in Sunday’s elections. 
At the core of any admin¬ 
istration will be Antonis 
Samaras’ conservative New 
Democracy party, which 
came first in Sunday’s vote 
and won 129 of Parliament’s 
300 seats — short of the 151 
needed to govern alone. 

Venizelos, who handled 
Greece’s negotiations with 
its international creditors 
for several months last year 
as finance minister, said the 
government would have the 
support of the election win¬ 
ner, PASOK and the small 
Democratic Left party of 
Fotis Kouvelis, which won 
17 seats.

His party, he said, “will 
support this government 
sincerely and will partici¬ 
pate in it in the most benefi¬ 
cial way in order to make it 
effective and credible.” 

PASOK would convene its 
deputies Wednesday mor¬ 
ning to define exactly how 
the party would participate 
in the government, he said.

Environment. Metro 
talks to the Blue 
Marine Foundation 
and other experts 
about how to stop 
trashing our oceans

From June 20 to 22, leaders, 
officials and advocates from 
the private and public sectors 
will meet in Rio de Janeiro for 
the United Nations’ Confer¬ 
ence on Sustainable Develop¬ 
ment, otherwise known as 
Rio+20. Topics up for discus¬ 
sion include how to solve 
global poverty, social inequal¬ 
ity and the destruction of the 
environment. 

Easy, right? Yeah, sure. 

But those planning to at¬ 
tend say the gathering will 
make a difference, especially 
for marine advocates. “Rio 
can go a long way to help our 
oceans,” says Charles Clover, 
chairman of the Blue Marine 
Foundation. His organization, 
which worked with Metro to 
put together this feature, was 
created in 2010, and aims to 
“create marine reserves and 
private-sector solutions in the 
sea, which enable fisheries to 
be restructured to promote 
sustainable fishing.” 

Clover says the task is 
a vital one because the re¬ 
serves keep fish and other 
wildlife safe from the de¬ 
struction wreaked on them 
almost everywhere else in the 
oceans by fishing fleets and 
problems including chmate 
change and pollution. Fishing 
sustainably also means fish¬ 


ermen can earn a living now 
and in the future. 

“What we really want and 
need from Rio,” Clover says, 
“is a ratified system of govern¬ 
ance for the high seas which 
would replace the present 
lack of fishing regulations. 
They encourage a devastating 
free-for-all. As part of this, we 
want Rio to make it possible 
to create marine reserves in 
international waters, some¬ 
thing that just can’t be done 
as things stand but which is 
desperately important.” 

Blue Marine 
not alone 

Another group with an agen¬ 
da for positive change is the 
International Ocean Institute 
(lOI), based in Malta. The non¬ 
profit group hopes to con¬ 
vince nations at Rio to adopt 
policies to protect our big 
blue wonders. 

“Perhaps Rio can be the 
wake-up call to the uncon¬ 
scionable attitude humans 
have toward the ocean, and 
that our very survival de¬ 
pends on bridging the gov¬ 
ernance deficit in managing 
our ocean,” says Dr. Awni 
Behnam, president of lOI. 

Pollution is his main con¬ 
cern. Behnam estimates that 
more than 46,000 pieces of 
plastic are floating in every 
square mile of ocean. The 
concentration is especially 
high in the North Pacific G 3 n:e 
in an area known as the Great 
Pacific Garbage Patch. 

Ocean currents push all 
the trash into this area, even 
if the pollution was deposited 
from other parts of the world. 
It’s also why scientists see 
garbage in the most remote 
parts of the Arctic, more than

A man-made threat. How 
we create toxic algae 


Watch where you throw out 
that empty plastic pop bottle! 
Up to one million seabirds and 
100,000 mammals die each 
year from trash-related prob¬ 
lems, the lOI says. Bags rou¬ 
tinely choke turtles and sea¬ 
gulls, and if they ingest plastic 
pieces, it can act as a magnet 
for other contaminants that 
cause cancer. 

Another issue: H 3 q)oxia 
eutrophication — which has 
been attributed to the rise in 
agricultural chemicals, indus¬ 


trial byproducts and waste 
from population growth — de¬ 
pletes oxygen in our oceans and 
causes conditions for harmful 
algae to prohferate. As animals 
die and the algae use up all 
the available oxygen (releas¬ 
ing more carbon dioxide in ex¬ 
change), this creates what lisa 
Levin, director of the Scripps 
Genter for Marine Biodiversity 
and Gonservation, calls oxygen 
“dead zones.” That’s a term you 
never want to hear when about 
to go for a swim, metro 


1,000 kilometres away from 
major populations. 

“The human-trash prob¬ 
lem is not just a cleanliness 
issue per se, but a really in¬ 
sidious problem,” says Steve 
Gittings, science co-ordinator 
for the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion’s National Marine Sanc¬ 
tuary Program, a U.S. govern¬ 
ment organization. 

Not only does the garbage 
not break down, but it’s also 
invisible, says Dr. Simon 
Boxall of the National Ocean¬ 
ography Gentre. “This isn’t 
some big pile of bags and 
bottles that we can go and 
scoop up. It’s microscopic 
dust particles, as the bigger 
items break down mechanic¬ 
ally,” he says. 

The overall pollution in 
our environment leads to 
climate change and ocean 
acidification, which occurs 
when the pH level rises, mak¬ 
ing the water more acidic. Dr. 
Scott Doney, a senior scien¬ 
tist of marine chemistry and 
geochemistry at Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution 
in Woods Hole, Mass., says it 
occurs when humans burn 
fossil fuels, producing carbon 
dioxide, which is absorbed by 
the ocean and changes the 
seawater chemistry. 

“There aren’t any specific 
human health issues that have 
come up yet, but what’s con¬ 
cerning is that a lot of plants 
and animals that people de¬ 
pend on appear to be sensitive 
to changes,” Doney says. 

So, to sum up... 

Overfishing, pollution, cli¬ 
mate change — heavy stuff. 
The key is getting govern¬ 
ments on board to help 
change laws to make regula¬ 
tion easier. “Glimate change, 
for example,” Gittings says. 
“No one seems to want to 
step up and make the major 
policy decisions. It’s a tricky 
and costly one.” 

Organizers hope the 
Rio+20 conference will pro¬ 
vide the push governments 
need to take action.

Need for speed. Drilling 
has us tearing up seabed 


Demand for fossil fuels is driv¬ 
ing more companies to drill 
for oil under the sea. Besides 
the noise pollution that af¬ 
fects animals that depend on 
sonar and vocalization to com¬ 
municate, drilling brings in 
other contaminants and extra 
boat traffic, changing the ani¬ 
mals’ habitat. 

“Deep-sea oil and gas and 
energy extraction already has 
the potential for major ac¬ 
cidents,” says Lisa Levin the 
Scripps Genter. “Now, mining 


companies are set to mine 
precious metals in the deep 
ocean. They target countries 
with limited regulations when 
it comes to the deep sea.” 

Through current legisla¬ 
tion has created some world¬ 
wide marine protectorates, 
and some countries have 
taken steps to protect their 
oceans through clean-seas acts 
and laws that regulate ship 
waste, not much will change

In need of a lifeline 


Who killed 
all the fish? 

In the 19th century, visitors 
to European coastal resorts 
were often greeted with the 
sight of huge skates hang¬ 
ing from wooden stakes 
along the shore, some the 
size of dining tables. The 
meat of these fish was con¬ 
sidered too tough and rank 
to be eaten fresh, but a few 
days in the open air soft¬ 
ened them up nicely. 

Such giants are unfamil¬ 
iar to modern shoppers 
because there are virtu¬ 
ally none left. Even by the 
mid-19th century they had 
begun to decline as bottom 
trawlers dragged their nets 
across ever larger areas of 
seabed, and hook-studded 
longlines stretched farther. 

The common skate is 
but one of dozens of fish 
that have come and gone 
from markets in the past 
century. Fisheries the 
world over made the revo¬ 
lutionary transition to en¬ 
gine power in about 1900, 
allowing boats to deploy 
bigger nets and fish deeper 
and farther offshore. 

Add fast-freezing to the 
package — an invention 
of American entrepreneur 
Clarence Birdseye in the 
1920s — and fishermen 
were freed to move into 
the haunts of exotic new 
species. 

Rachel Carson, whose 
book Silent Spring started 
the environmental move¬ 
ment 50 years ago, wrote 
a pamphlet in 1943 urging 
housewives to try new fish 
species. Two of her picks, 
the rose fish and the wolf 
fish, enjoyed a brief boom 
in catches. But stocks 
rapidly collapsed and they 
are scarce today. 

Orange roughy, another 
deepwater fish, burst onto 
markets in Australia and 
then across the world 
in the 1980s when huge 


stocks were discovered 
1,000 metres down, only to 
collapse a few years later. 

There is a good chance 
that a recent favourite 
from Antarctic waters, 
the Patagonian toothfish, 
known as Chilean seabass 
to North Americans, will 
soon follow the roughy’s 
fate. 

Elsewhere, the ongoing 
collapse of the bluefin 
tuna — the world’s most 
expensive fish — could see 
them disappear from the 
table within a few years. 

In an oft-repeated pat¬ 
tern, big predators such 
as bluefin decline quickly 
and are replaced by ani¬ 
mals from lower down the 
food chain, like prawns 
and squid. In the past, we 
shunned these species and 
threw them back or used 
them as bait. 

Some kinds of seafood 
have boomed, busted and 
made a comeback as fish 
farms have spread, such 
as oysters which were 
popular among common 
people before the end of 
the 19th century but in the 
early 20th century most 
stocks had collapsed from 
overfishing, disease and 
pollution. Today fresh oys¬ 
ters are back on the menu, 
as sweet and delicious as 
ever. 

Unless overfishing is 
brought under control, 
we will see further losses 
of common seafood spe¬ 
cies, and many scientists 
predict a future in which 
we must eat jell3dish or 
plankton for want of any¬ 
thing else.

‘REBUILD FISH 
STOCKSAND 
PREVENT FUTURE 
EXPLOITATION 


It is all too easy to believe that 
news on the state of fish stocks 
amounts to a relentless coimsel 
of doom, but, fortunately, 
there is a more positive stoiy 
emerging. 

Research conducted by my 
International Sustainability 
Unit (I.S.U.) reveals that, in 
many parts of the world, steps 
are being taken to establish a 
much more sustainable way 
of managing these vital self- 
renewing resources. 

In 2008, developing 
coimtries exported about $27 
billion worth of fish. Fishing 
supports the livelihoods of 
more than 120 million people, 
and one billion people rely 
on fish as their main source 
of protein. So it is important 
to see that what many call an 
environmental problem is also 
an economic and social one. As 
long as there are fish to catch, 
many millions of people enjoy 
job security and the social co¬ 
hesion that comes from that. 

And it could get better. The 
World Bank recently estimated 
that an extra $50 billion a 
year could come from annual 
catches if better management 
were put in place. Analysis 
by my I.S.U. team has shown 
that many examples of better 
practice aroimd the world are 
imderpinned by three factors. 

First, they have all been 
implemented with the under¬ 
standing that fish don’t exist 
in isolation from the environ¬ 
ments that sustain them. There 
are many tools available to

help manage fish stocks in 
ways that respect ecosystems 
— things like improving 
fishing gear, protecting stocks 
during spawning, setting aside 
protected areas or taking a 
precautionary approach to 
exploitation. 

The second characteristic is 
the creation of weU-designed 
rules for intelligent fishing 
that are enforced robustly. This 
includes proper monitoring 
and appropriate penalties to 
deter illegal fishing. 

Finally, there is soimd 
economics. Good management 
of fish stocks is rewarded with 
secure and decent hvehhoods 
for those who do the fishing. 

One way to achieve this 
would be to improve labeUing 
to encourage consumers to 
demand more sustainable 
seafood. Another is the 
establishment of long-term 
rights that give fishers a stake 
in the future of their fishing 
groimds. 

It seems to me that it 
would also make a tremendous 
difference if official subsidies 
really focused on supporting 
society and environmentally 
positive activities. All too often, 
better ways of doing things 
are inadvertently penalized by 
how subsidy systems work. 

I find it encouraging that 
there are many examples of 
positive progress, from the 
U.S. to Indonesia and from 
Iceland to Vietnam, where 
fishing communities are 
adopting the approaches 
needed to rebuild fish stocks. 
The urgent question, it seems 
to me, is how can these 
examples of best practice be 
spread? 

One powerful way to do 
this is through a process I have 
employed for many years in 
other sectors — what might 
be called “seeing is believing.” 
This, simply put, involves 
inspiring people to change 
their behaviour through 
showing them what is already 
being done through successful 
examples of best practice. My 
hope is that my I.S.U. can play 
a small role in this. 

Genuine multi-stakeholder 
partnerships must urgently be 
pursued to introduce best prac¬ 
tice sustainable fisheries man¬ 
agement to all comers of the 
world. Everyone can play their 
part, including consumers. 
They can become more aware 
of tire choices they make and 
ensure the fish on their plates 
is sustainably sourced. V^en 
you consider that the alterna¬ 
tive is the continued decline of 
the world’s fish stocks, I fear 
that we reaUy have no other 
choice.

Canadian officials met late 
into Monday night with rep¬ 
resentatives from the United 
States. The prime minister fol¬ 
lowed up Tuesday morning 
with a one-on-one meeting with 
U.S. President Barack Obama. 

Harper then annoimced 
Canada has been asked to sit 
at the negotiating table for the 
proposed Trans-Pacific Partner¬ 
ship. 

“Opening new markets and 
creating new business oppor¬ 
tunities leads to jobs, growth 
and long-term prosperity for all 
Canadians,” the prime minister 
said in a statement. 

The announcement came a 
day after C20 host nation Mex¬ 
ico was invited to join the talks. 

Nine coimtries are currently 
negotiating a free-trade pact 
that many feel will have more 
economic strength than the 
North Tftnerican Free Trade 
Agreement.

Gen Y splurging on luxuries: AMEX 


Young and trendy members of 
Generation Y are outspending 
older Canadians in the luxury 
markets for fashion, travel 
and fine dining, according to 
a report released Tuesday. 

The Tftnerican Express 
Business Insights report, 
based on spending data col¬ 
lected from 2009 to 2011, 
found that Canada’s luxury 
segment has been more resili¬ 
ent to economic uncertainty 
than markets in Europe and 
the U.S., dominated by de¬ 
mand from younger people. 

“Optimism amongst Can¬ 
adians appears to be on the 
rise as luxury spending in¬ 


creased,” the credit-card com¬ 
pany said in a release. 

“What has proven most 
surprising is that in a soft job 
market, younger Canadians 
are dominating Canadian lux¬ 
ury spending growth in the 
core areas of fashion, travel 
and fine dining.” 

Luxury spending among 
young people has increased 
in recent years even as they 
face piles of debt from more 
schooling than prior genera¬ 
tions, weak job prospects and 
an unemplo 3 mient rate that is 
about twice the national aver¬ 
age. 

The findings also suggest 


the Canadian luxury segment 
was less impacted during 
the height of the economic 
downturn and recovered 
more quickly than in the U.S. 
and Europe, which have yet 
to return to pre-recessionaiy 
spending levels in the mar¬ 
ket. 

Canada’s luxury segment 
was down about nine per cent 
in 2009, compared to a 14 per 
cent decline in the U.S. and 10 
per cent drop in Europe. 

“What we’ve seen in Can¬ 
ada is that, even during eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty, consum¬ 
ers are not sh 3 dng away from 
luxury spending,” said Cohn 


Temple, vice-president and 
general manager of merchant 
services at Tftnerican Express 
Canada. 

Canadian luxury spend¬ 
ing has increased since 2009 
and younger Canadians have 
ramped up spending faster 
during the survey period than 
their older counterparts. 

“The luxury market is 
turning its eye to the younger 
generation,” Temple said. 

Meanwhile, older genera¬ 
tions that once dominated 
the luxury market showed 
a slowdown in spending 
growth over the same period.

is certainly absurd, the cast 
and crew of the film insist that 
the jokes end there.

The most famous court

After asking Polizzi 
whether she had staged 
the incident (she replied 
that she had not), the 
judge fined her $500 for 
interfering with the quiet 
enjo 3 mient of the beach. 

In her haste to leave, 
Polizzi left the credit 
card she had used to pay 
her fine with the clerk, 
prompting an employee 
to chase after her before 
Polizzi sped away.

Morgan Spurlock is a geek. And 
a proud one at that. The well- 
liked documentary filmmaker 
behind the cult hit Supersize 
Me remembers a time when the 
word “geek” was derogatory, 
describing a misfit that didn’t 
fit in with the social norm and 
was relegated to a loveless, anti¬ 
cool limbo. But those dark days 
are long dead, as exemplified in 
Spurlock’s latest picture Comic 
Con: Episode IV-A Fan’s Hope. 

“The geeks have taken over,” 
says the filmmaker. “We’re no 
longer the imderdog.” 

And if Spurlock’s amusing 
venture into the mothership of 
fanboy obsession itself — San 
Diego Comic-Con, that Titanic 


shrine to fantasy culture that 
screams forth every year in 
California — is any barometer, 
he’s right on the money. 

The film follows enthusias¬ 
tic comic book loving dream¬ 
ers inside the guts of tire circus 
and uses their plights to spin a 
larger story about the history of 
the almost tribal “scene” and of 
the main medium itself. 

“I met Stan Lee a few years 
ago at Comic Con and that was 
a huge moment,” Spurlock re¬ 
flects on the genesis of the film. 

“Stan said to me ‘we should 
do film about Comic Con!’ and 
I was like, ‘yeah! We should!’. 
Flash forward to the next mor¬ 


ning and I’m having breakfast 
with Joss Whedon (Bufiy the 
Vampire Slayer) who ended up 
co-producing the film.” 

Spurlock is an admitted 
obsessive of weird genre cul¬ 
ture, citing horror magazine 
Fangoria as the reason he formd 
an interest in filmmaking, and 
because of this Comic Con: Epi¬ 
sode IV — A Fan’s Hope is not 
just an investigation into the 
world of the geek... but a cele¬ 
bration and a vindication, one 
that the director hopes to spin 
into a possible series. 

“That’s why we called it Epi¬ 
sode IV, so we can go back and 
do more!”

Dolan, a professor at John 
Jay College and the City Uni¬ 
versity of New York, listened 
to more than 100 full concerts 
for clues to piece together the 
50-year artistic and pohtical 
evolution of his subject — but 
finishing it proved a little dif¬ 
ficult. 


“I started the book before 
the last two chapters hap¬ 
pened, which, looking back, 
is an insane leap of faith,” says 
Dolan. 

“As 1 was working on the 
drafts, the ending became a 
moving target.” 

His subject is an 32 thing but 
static. In the span of three 
years, the singer jumped from 
Devils & Dust, a dark solo al¬ 
bum, to We Shall Overcome: 
The Seeger Sessions, a rolhck- 
ing folk album, to Magic a rock 
album that brought back his E 
Street Band. 


Though he spent seven 
years on this book, with the 
amoimt of recent Boss activity, 
Dolan never seemed to have 
his “sick of sitting here tr 3 dng 
to write this book” moment.

Pixar. Latest animated 
film inspires travel to 
mysterious, historic 
Scottish sites

An animated film may seem 
hke odd inspiration for a va¬ 
cation, but the folks behind 
Pixar’s latest. Brave, put such 
painstaking work into digitally 
recreating Scotland that you 
won’t be able to help but want 
to go visit. After aU, the film¬ 
makers can’t have all the fun. 

Teams from Pixar headed 
to Scotland twice during prep¬ 
aration for the film, first to 
find inspiration and again to 
take samples to get the natur¬ 
al beauty just right — which 


turned out to be more difficult 
than expected. 

“The reason Brave is so in¬ 
credibly challenging is because 
the computer likes to make 
things perfect, geometric,” 
says Pixar head John Lasseter. 

“When you’re deahng with 
ancient Scotland, every single 
item — every stone, every 
tree, every structure — has a 
tremendous sense of history 
to it with layers of moss and 
dirt and wear from the weath¬ 
er. There’s a certain level of 
detail that you need to have 
in order to make this kind of 
environment believable.” 

Co-director Steve Purcell 
admits that while they were 
in Scotland on business, it 
never really felt hke work. 

“It’s definitely fun. We 
did a lot sketching and draw¬ 
ing, and we’d meet the local 
people in whatever town and 


ask them what kind of folk¬ 
lore and stories they had,” 
Purcell says. 

“(Ardanaiseig Hotel) was 
one of our favourites, just be¬ 
cause it was so colourful. The 
owner’s son gave me a wood¬ 
en cross to take to my room 
that night. He said, ‘I hope 
you’re very strong because 
you have a strong ghost.’” 

That sense of folklore and 
mystery permeates Scotland, 
explains Brave director Mark 
Andrews, who was already a 
fan of the country after spend¬ 
ing his hone 3 mioon there. 

“Nothing didn’t have a 
story. Every creek and branch 
and thing,” he says. 

“We got back and (while) 
developing the film, we 
wanted that aspect in there 
that every character is telling 
a story or knows a story, or 
there’s a story about every¬ 


thing that’s happening in 
Brave, so you get story upon 
story upon story upon story 
upon story, interwoven in the 
actual movie.” 

While clearly a big fan of 
Scotland, Andrews has trouble 
narrowing down the best 
places to visit. 

“Well, there’s Loch Maree 
up in the Torridons, which is 
phenomenal. There’s a little 
town called Ullapool, which 
I know is werewolf-infested,” 
he says. 

“On the Isle of Skye, we 
saw the Queen of the Faer¬ 
ies mound. There are these 
strange dolomite things in this 
valley, and nobody lives on 
that side of the valley because 
they think it’s faery-haunted.” 

So, we tried to do the job for 
him, picking the best Brave-in¬ 
spired locations for your itiner¬ 
ary.

Want to try something differ¬ 
ent while in Paris? Try to look 
out for BoBos. 

Bourgeois Bohemians are 
people you might tag as shabby 
chic urban upper class. They 
prefer to live in a hvely neigh¬ 
bourhood with tiny stores 
that will fill their appetite for 
expensive organic food, hand¬ 
made clothes and artifacts and 
for a “selective social hfe.” 

They have strong opinions 
they won’t fight for. They will 
not market their fortune but 
they will be on top of the latest 
gadget innovations. They are 
handsome, educated and they 
have good taste. They are a 
curiosity by themselves. 

How do you identify a 
BoBo? “You ask someone if 
he/she is one. If they answer 
they’re not, then you’ve just 
met one,” Alexander, my city 
guide told me. 

Where do you find them? 
Where it is pleasant — but 
expensive — to live. I stopped 


asking questions when we 
started walking in the streets 
of Montmartre, a well known 
bastion in Paris for BoBos. 

Along Rue des Abbesses, 
small shops tempt the visitor 
with unique clothing and art, 
while culinary and fresh food 
stores distill dehcious smells. 

Lacing up to the church 
Sacre Coeur, charming paved 
streets host famous restau¬ 
rants such as le Mouhn de la 
Galette — painted by Jean Re¬ 
noir, notorious theatres such 
as Cine 13, which produces 
creative and unique shows, 
and lovely plazas which pay 
tribute to celebrities. 

Behind the plaza dedicated 
to famous French singer Dalida, 
who lived and died in Mont¬ 
martre, BoBos will dihgently 
play the petanque, a game 
played with metallic balls very 
popular in southern France. 

A bit further, a statue 
representing a man walking 
through a wall pays tribute 
to the hero of Marcel Ayme’s 
short story le Passe Muraille 
and invites lovers to kiss on 
the bench. 

My next stop for BoBo himt- 
ing will be the neighbourhood 
le Marais — the third arron- 
dissement, or neighbourhood.

I pause 
in front of upscale boutiques 
and walk to le Marche des en- 
fants rouges — the city’s oldest 
market — to indulge in one of 
its many culinary boutiques 
and stands. 

It is in Rue Mouffetard, 
13th arrondissement, that 
BoBos pursue their quest of 
“bien-etre,” or well-being, and 
experience a quality of life dif¬ 
ferent from most Parisians. 

Rue Mouffetard is one of 
the oldest streets in Paris. It 
is filled with unpretentious 
but lovely buildings with nice 
facades and exceptional food 
stores and flower shops. Each 
of these boutiques is a delight 
for the senses. Everything is 
beautiful, aromatic and tasty.

Hammering it 
home. Jobs in skilled 
trades are plentiful, 
but where are the 
applicants?

What do high school, close 
relatives and the overwhelm¬ 
ing pressure from society have 
in common? Their ignorance 
of the strength, satisfaction 
and success that comes from a 
career in the skilled trades. 

Skills Canada and the Can¬ 
adian Apprenticeship Forum 
conducted an Ipsos-Reid study 
in 2004, which foimd that “60 
per cent of youth reported that 
their parents have not encour¬ 
aged them to consider a career 
in trades”; whether that is 
because their parents wanted 
them to be all-revered lawyers 
and doctors, or because skilled 
trades are socially associated 
with low caliber, high-stress 
jobs that earn veiy little and 
ask a lot is irrelevant. 

These statistics are preva¬ 
lent, even though news media 
is full to bursting with stor¬ 


ies of unemployed university 
graduates, graduates unable 
to find jobs in their fields, or 
those that graduated into jobs 
they hate. 

So why is imiversity still the 
top choice when skilled trades 

— which can include construc¬ 
tion, transportation, manufac¬ 
turing, and service industries 

— are such lucrative careers 
with such an available variety 
of choice? 

Because many Canadians 
are completely unaware of the 
benefits and opportunities that 
are available in skilled trades, 
and thus do not consider it in 
their decision-making. 

Sarah Watts-R 3 mard, the 
Executive Director of the Can¬ 
adian Apprenticeship Forum, 
says that, “There’s a lot of 
misconceptions about skilled 
trades in our society, and good 
reasons for them. Over the 
years, eveiy parent has always 
wanted his or her child to do 
better; have a better career 
and make more money and 
get ahead. But, in many cases, 
sldlled trade occupations are 
some of the best paid available 
and offer a lot of flexibihty for 
young people. If you go and 
get certified in a trade, you can 
move to any place in Canada or 
the world and have a job.” 


A report done by the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Independ¬ 
ent Business in 2003 revealed 
that, of the businesses sur¬ 
veyed, 50 per cent said that 
lack of qualified labour was 
one of their biggest problems. 
Fifty-six per cent of businesses 
claimed that it was necessary 


to hire someone unqualified or 
underqualified just to fill pos¬ 
itions. Skilled trades are one of 
the most difficult industry jobs 
to fill, and yet they are integral 
to our society.

Jasmine would have 
developed a social media 
strategy, launched an e-mar¬ 
keting campaign, designed 
logos and graphics, and, 
ultimately, assisted the cen¬ 
tre in developing a stronger 
onhne presence.

ception towards skilled 
trades among youth and 
their influences, with many 
believing that these jobs are 
low-pa37ing, involve physical 
work, are dirty, and are less 
academically challenging. 

This is simply not the 
case for many skilled trades 
jobs and should not be con¬ 
sidered the norm. Non-trad- 
itional skilled trades jobs 
for women (everything apart 
from hairstylist or aesthet- 


ician) are incredibly difficult 
to break into and succeed at 
because of these misconcep¬ 
tions. 

“Most companies that 
make the leap to hire a 
female worker, or two or 
three or four, have nothing 
but good experiences. Their 
workforce tends to be more 
creative and active because 
any balance in a diverse 
workforce is going to be bet¬ 
ter,” says Kelly.

Referendum 
on Coyotes 
deal can qo 
forward 

Voters in Glendale, Ariz., 
can go ahead with a 
referendum on a lease 
agreement between the 
city and the prospective 
owner of the Phoenix 
Coyotes after a judge 
invalidated one section of 
the ordinance. Maricopa 
County Superior Court 
Judge Dean Fink on 
Tuesday asked attorneys 
for the city and 
conservative watchdog 
group Goldwater Institute 
to rewrite a section of 
the ordinance to show 
that it was not passed as 
an emergency measure. 
Residents now have 30 
days from the June 8 
Glendale city council 
vote to gather signatures 
for a public referendum 
on the agreement. 
Fink said he will issue 
a ruling on Goldwater’s 
attempt to invalidate the 
entire ordinance soon.

Cadillac is shaking up its 
product line in a big way and 
the XTS sedan literally plays 
the biggest part in General 
Motors’ premium division. 

For the 2013 model year, 
the XTS becomes the flag¬ 
ship of Cadillac’s passenger- 
car fleet, replacing both the 
front-wheel-drive DTS and 
the rear-wheel-drive STS. 

At the opposite end, the 
equally new ATS becomes 
Caddy’s smallest and least- 
expensive car (the mid-range 
CTS stands pat). 

As with the DTS, the XTS 
(which is arriving at dealer¬ 
ships now) is front-wheel- 
drive. 


It’s a platform that will 
also be used for the 2014 
Chevrolet Impala. As big 
as it is, the XTS is about 14 
centimetres shorter and flve 
centimetres narrower than 
the DTS and is also 10 centi¬ 
metres shorter between the 
front and rear wheels. 

But don’t let the shrink¬ 
age fool you as the revised 
proportions, including a 
shorter hood and a higher 
roofline, mean greater inter¬ 
ior room. According to Cad¬ 
illac’s tape measure, there’s 
more rear-seat and trunk 
space than a BMW 5 Series, 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class and 
an Audi A6. 

Since the XTS is a Cad¬ 
illac, there are almost un¬ 
limited comfort and conven¬ 
ience items, many of which 
are standard in the $50,600 
(including destination costs) 
base car. 

That price seems reason¬ 
able given the car’s cutting- 
edge looks and content and 
the fact that other premium 
automakers charge as much 
or more for their higher-end 
models.

At last the mighty task is done; 
Resplendent in the western sun 
The Bridge looms mountain 
high; 

Its titan piers grip ocean floor, 
Its great steal arms link shore 
with shore, 

It’s towers pierce the sky. 
Beneath, fleet ships from every 
port. 

Vast landlocked by historic 
fort. 

And dwarfing all — the sea. 

It’s an excerpt from the poem 
The Mighty Task Is Done, writ¬ 
ten by Joseph P. Strauss, the 
visionary and chief engineer 
for the construction of the 
Golden Gate Bridge in San 
Francisco. 

The tribute was written in 
1937, upon the opening of the 
majestic and delicate-looking 
structure. It celebrates a pro¬ 
ject that took more than four 


years and 805,000 tonnes of 
steal to complete, and claimed 
11 lives during its construc¬ 
tion. 

The Golden Gate Bridge 
celebrated her 75th birthday 
in May, marked by an impres¬ 
sive fireworks show, a giant 
parade and a citywide celebra¬ 
tion. Gonsidered one of the 
Seven Wonders of the Modem 
World, if these rivets, cables 
and towers could talk, what a 
stoiy they would tell. 

“Its mgged beauty is re¬ 
markable,” said Patrick Glem- 
ens, a San Franciscan whose 
apartment in the Marina Dis¬ 
trict overlooks the Golden 
Gate Bridge to the West. “The 
bridge is tmly more than a 
s 3 miboI of San Francisco. It’s 
a s 3 miboI of American ingenu¬ 
ity” 

The first automobile 
crossed the Golden Gate 
Bridge at high noon on May 
28,1937, to the sound of cele¬ 
bratory church bells and fire 
sirens throughout San Fran¬ 
cisco. President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt signalled the open¬ 
ing of the 2.7-kiIometre bridge 
with the push of a telegraph 
key that announced the event 
to the world, and opened a 
needed gateway to and from 
San Francisco. 

“Part of (the bridge con¬ 
cept) was very basic,” said 
John King, the urban design

critic for the San Francisco 
Ghronicle. “The automobile 
was picking up popularity, 
and by all accounts, you had 
two-to-three-hour waits to get 
across the gate on a Sunday 
night by car feriy.” 

As the only road to exit San 
Francisco to the north, lead¬ 
ing to the Sonoma and Napa 
wine regions, the six-lane 
bridge served its one billionth 
automobile in 1985 and car¬ 
ries about 120,000 vehicles a 
day and 40 million back and 


forth across the Bay every 
year. And with a $6 toll to take 
the bridge into San Francisco, 
the Golden Gate generates 
about US $85 million in rev¬ 
enue every year. 

But the convenience and 
earning power of the bridge 
are only sidebars to the reli¬ 
ability story the Golden Gate 
has demonstrated to commut¬ 
ers in its 75 years of service. 

Amazingly, the Golden 
Gate Bridge has been briefly 
closed to automobile traffic 
only three times in its history, 
all because of sustained winds 
off the Pacific Ocean in excess 
of 70 m.p.h. (112 km/h), but 
it survived all three incidents 
without any stmctural dam¬ 
age. 

The suspension span can 
sway more than six metres, 
which gets a driver’s atten¬ 
tion while crossing it and cre¬ 
ates some motion sickness for 
pedestrians on a windy day, 
but the fiexibility absorbs the 
unforgiving wind and weather 
this region routinely brings. 

“You couldn’t have put the 
bridge in a more corrosive 
atmosphere than in the mid¬ 
dle of the Golden Gate with 
that salt fog coming in,” said 
Daniel Mohn, a former chief 
engineer for the bridge and a 
Golden Gate historian. 

During the evening com¬ 
mute on Oct. 17, 1989, traffic 


throughout the Bay Area was 
snarled when a 7.1-magni¬ 
tude earthquake struck. Gon¬ 
sidered the most devastating 
quake to hit the area since 
1906, the Bay Bridge to the 
east was shut down when two 
15-metre sections collapsed, 
diverting about 40,000 addi¬ 
tional drivers to the Golden 
Gate Bridge, which was left 
undamaged and operational 
through the memorable 
quake and subsequent repair 
period. 

On Oct. 27, 1989, a record 
162,414 vehicles crossed the 
Golden Gate Bridge while the 
Bay Bridge was being repaired. 

Weather isn’t the only haz¬ 
ard the Golden Gate Bridge 
presents to drivers. The daily 
practice of changing lane 
patterns to help traffic flow 
has contributed to dozens of 
crashes on the bridge and end¬ 
less headaches for transit dis¬ 
trict officials. 

North and southbound 
lanes are lined and separated 
by 50-centimetre yellow rub¬ 
ber tube markers placed every 
eight metres. During the 
morning commute, four of 
the six lanes run southbound 
into San Francisco, and dur¬ 
ing the evening rush hour, 
the markers are reconfigured 
so that four lanes run into 
Marin Gounty on the north 
side of the Bay, a traffic flow 


adjustment that has confused 
drivers through the years, 
and brought a push to install 
a movable median barrier on 
the bridge. 

As another safety initiative 
for drivers, the speed limit 
on the bridge was reduced in 
1996 to 45 m.p.h. (72 km/h) 
from 55 (89 km/h) and fines 
for speeding on the span were 
doubled, which officials say 
have reduced the number of 
collisions on the bridge. 

Joseph P. Strauss faced 
many critics who told him the 
San Francisco Bay could never 
be spanned by a suspension 
bridge surrounded by some 
of the harshest winds and ch- 
mate conditions Mother Na¬ 
ture can unleash. 

But through one man’s vi¬ 
sion and the death-defying 
feats of thousands of bridge 
workers over the decades, 75 
years of service may be only 
the infancy for this proud 
bridge that is truly the Golden 
Standard. 

Ask of the steel, each strut and 
wire. 

Ask of the searching purging 
fire. 

That marked their natal hour; 
Ask of the mind, the hand, the 
heart. 

Ask of each single stalwart 
part. 

What gave it force and power.

Common Issues 


On earlier models, check the 
transmission for smoothness 
while shifting between re¬ 
verse and drive, and note any 
slipping or hesitation when 
accelerating from a stop. 

Any drivability issues 
related to the six-speed 
transmission (standard on 
V8-powered models) are 
likely computer-related and 
not catastrophic. 

The five-speed automatic 
teamed up with the V6 engine 
is noted to be more problem¬ 
atic and less robust, making 
the V8 powertrain a more 
sensible choice. Some stalling 
issues were also noted on the 
V6-powered models, backing 
this point. 

On any Explorer, check for 
proper air conditioning per¬ 
formance, and have the under¬ 
side of the vehicle checked for 
fluid leaks — especially coolant 
leaks. Also have the imderside 
checked out for signs of rust, 
off-road abuse and worn sus¬ 
pension components.

As auto innovations move 
ahead, the idea of technicians 
being merely “grease mon¬ 
keys” is now firmly in the past. 
Students training for the trade 
must know as much about 
computers as they do about 
wrenches. 

“It’s not about ‘hard parts’ 


an 3 miore,” says A1 Pla 3 ^er, an 
instructor in automotive and 
motorcycle programs at Toron¬ 
to’s Centennial College. 

“We’re now dealing with 
computerized systems that re¬ 
quire diagnosis. In some cases 
we could have up to 55 or 60 
onboard computers that not 
only process data but control 
the car. To successfully diag¬ 
nose it requires sophisticated 
equipment, and the ability 
to interpret the data that you 
see.” 

Students in the program 
start with the basics in five 
disciplines: electronics and 
fuels; steering, suspension and 
brakes; powertrains; engines; 
and work practices and pro¬ 
cedures, which includes com-

puter skills, tools, measuring 
devices, air conditioning, lubri¬ 
cants, and bearings and seals. 
It takes three to five years to 
become a hcensed technician. 

The car’s computers will 


generate fault codes when 
something goes wrong, and 
the students can plug in diag¬ 
nostic tools to access them, but 
it seldom comes down to the 
car simply “telling” the stu¬ 
dent what part to replace. 

“The diagnostic equipment 
doesn’t pinpoint the exact 
cause,” Pla 3 ^er says. 

“It will tell you that some¬ 
thing is wrong and this is the 
area where you’re having a 
problem, but everything is 
integrated in the car now. If 
there’s no fuel getting to the 
injectors, it doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily mean it’s a simple thing

such as a fuel pump. It could 
be communication from one 
computer to another — a 
broken wire, a bad connection, 
or a bad ground.” 

Pla 3 ^er says that electrical 
and fuel lessons are the tough¬ 
est. 

“We rate each of the 
courses when we’re inputting 
marks, and the average of the 
other four disciphnes is four to 
five degrees of difiiculty. Elec¬ 
trical and fuel is 12. It’s math 


and abstract thinking; it’s not 
nuts and bolts.” 

Students also have to study 
hybrid vehicles, including 
safety when dealing with high- 
voltage equipment. 

Despite all of the comput¬ 
ers, though, parts still have to 
be replaced or fixed. 

“Hammers, chisels, 

wrenches — we’re still using 
them,” Pla 3 der says. “That’s 
still all part and parcel, regard¬ 
less of how technical we get.” 


DeltaWing loses race, wins hearts and minds

The Nissan DeltaWing defin¬ 
itely did not win last week¬ 
end’s 24 Hours of Le Mans. 

In fact, it didn’t even 
finish — it was struck by 
another racer at about the 
six-hour mark, which forced 
its retirement. 

Even if it would’ve man¬ 
aged to go the furthest at 
the 24-hour mark, it still 
wouldn’t have been declared 
the winner. That’s because 
the sanctioning body of the 
race only granted the Delta 
Wing team the last starting 
spot on the grid (No. 56) — a 
spot traditionally reserved for 
a car that is not allowed to 
race for points, but has the in¬ 
tent to advance motorsports 
technology in some meaning¬ 
ful way. 

So DeltaWing couldn’t 
win and it didn’t win, but it 
easily had the most people 
pulling for it, and was the big¬ 
gest story of the race. 


Why? Several reasons ac¬ 
tually, and let’s start with its 
looks. 

This is definitely a case 
of one thing that doesn’t 
look like the others. DeltaW¬ 
ing looks like a rocket laid 
sideways — small front, big 
rear. Most race cars look like 
they’re ready to eat corners. 
The DeltaWing looks like it 
would rather not turn, thank 


you. So it’s got some vis¬ 
ual drama going for it, even 
though it seems incongruous 
with racing, or in fact, be¬ 
cause of it. 

It looks the way it does 
because of its unique mission 
— to complete the famous 
endurance race using half the 
fuel and half the tire materi¬ 
al of an LMPl class Le Mans 
racer. DeltaWing’s engineers 


believe this is possible be¬ 
cause they’ve designed the car 
to have half the aerod 3 mamic 
drag and half the weight of a 
current LMPl or LMP2 racer 
(1,000 lbs versus 2,000 lbs). 
This means DeltaWing can do 
its racing thing with a small¬ 
ish engine. For Le Mans duty 
it was fitted with a 1.6-litre, 
four-cylinder engine produ¬ 
cing 300 horsepower. This 


year’s overall winner, the 
Audi V6 diesel “hybrid,” had 
over 500 hp on tap. 

During its best stint, Del¬ 
taWing was running a strong 
LMP2 pace and its ftiel usage 
was on course to be half that 
of cars in the LMPl class. So if 
you like rooting for an under¬ 
dog, and a lot of people do, 
then the DeltaWing was your 
man. 


But at the six-hour mark 
DeltaWing got clipped by 
another competitor and was 
forced into a concrete wall. 
Driver Satoshi Motoyama’s 
post-crash actions were not 
typical fare. For example, he 
did not wave an angry finger 
to the driver that hit him, 
nor did he follow him to the 
paddock with the intent of 
punching him out, NASCAR 
style. Instead, he tried vali¬ 
antly to repair the car road¬ 
side, as per the rules, so it 
could limp to the pits, where 
the team was allowed to help. 

Now, everybody was roo¬ 
ting for Motoyama. 

He struggled tirelessly for 
90 minutes, with massive 
support from his team, who 
joined him to give instruc¬ 
tions from trackside. In the 
end, however, it was just too 
damaged to move. 

“Initially, we were com¬ 
pletely gutted, but that feel¬ 
ing quickly gave way to huge 
sense of pride in what we 
have achieved,” noted Darren 
Cox, general manager of Nis¬ 
san in Europe, in a post-race 
press release. 

Like we said earlier, it 
didn’t win the race, but every¬ 
one involved, or rooting for 
it, felt something had been 
won.
